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Claim 43 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. This claim has the 
same limitation as the preceding claim.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5, 7-14, 19-23, 27-30, 33-41, 43 and 44 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Laas (629). 
See Paper No. 012605, paragraph 3. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 15-18, 24-26 and 42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Laas (994) in view of Saunders. 
See Paper No. 012605, paragraphs 6-8. 

Claims 6, 31 and 32 are objected to for depending on rejected claims. 
Applicant's arguments filed 6-14-06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicants argue that, according to their calculations, the example of 
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Laas (629), col. 6, lines 54-57, has a functionality less than three. According to the 
examiner's calculations, the functionality is at least three.
